N.  Y.,  January  5tii,  1843 — and  |j 
pubilshed  by  request  of  tiie  mourning  friends— on  the  ^ 
death  of  Louisa  Stevenson,  who  died  December  21si,  [ 
1842,  aged  29  years— of  Ei.miua  Stevenson,  aged  31 1 
years,  who  died  the  same  day,  and  but  ten  minutes  after] 
the  death  of  her  sister— of  Edward  E.  Stevenson,  who ' 
died  December  24th,  the  same  month,  ami  but  three  days' 
after  his  two  sisters,  aged  neariy  13  years.  Peace  be  to  |; 
their  sleeping  dust,  and  joy  to  their  immortal  spirits.

The  church  atlilressetl  by  the  apostle  in  the  Ian-  j; 
gua?e  of  our  text,  was  located  in  a  country  which  " 
had  long  been  enveloped  by  the  misisof  heathenislt 
darkness  and  erroneous  supersiii ion.  It  was  situa-  '■ 
ted  in  that  part  of  Europe  which  has  long  been  in  i 
possession  of  the  Turks,  and  conse(|uenlly  farfroni 
the  place  where  the  Christian  religion  first  opened  ;; 
10  the  hopes  of  man  its  ample  stores  of  intellectual ,, 
wealth  and  spiiitnal  enjoyment.  Previous  to  the  !j 
time  of  its  visitation  by  the  author  of  this  Episile,  j 
its  inhabitants  bad  paid  their  devotions  to  changeful 
and  capricious  gods,  which  were  only  the  creations 
of  a  disordered  apd  misguided  imagination,  and  ,, 
consequently  subjected  to  all  the  uncertainty  and 
doubt  respecting  a  future  existence,  which  the  vague  n 
conjectures  of  an  incompetent  pliilosophy  was  cal- 1 
culated  to  inspire.  From  the  text  and  context,  it  j 
is  readily  inferred,  that  much  doubt  and  uncertainly 
existed,  and  excited  the  painful  fears  of  the  Thes-jj 
salonians,  respecting  the  state  of  those  who  had  de- 
parted  this  life  ;  and  perhaps  even  a  portion  of  the 
Christians,  who  had  been  hut  imperfectly  instruct-  ;! 
ed  in  the  great  destinies  which  the  Gospel  unfolds,  1 
might,  at  times,  fall  under  the  influence  of  those  > 
fears  which  continually  preyed  upon  the  hearts  of,, 
the  multitude :  hence  it  became  necessary  for  the  , 
a|X)st!e  to  write  and  impart  some  particular  instruc- 
tion  to  them  upon  a  subject  which  so  tenderly  and 
deeply  interested  their  feelings  and  their  hopes.  || 
The  familiar  manner  in  which  the  autliorof  this  j| 
Epistle  addresses  his  brethren  uimhi  the  subject  be- ij 
fore  us,  leaves  no  rootii  to  doubt  that  the  multitude  j 
of  the  heathen  in  his  day  were  not  only  a  prey  to'; 
conrinual  fear  and  anxiety  concerning  the  dead,  but  | 
it  apprizes  us  that  their  condition  was  one  of  i 
less  sorrow,  on  account  of  those  dear  friends  whoji 
had  been  removed  from  them  hy  the  hand  of  death. 
They  possessed  no  means  hy  which  lliev  could  r 
draw  aside  tlie  veil  of  futurity  ;  nor  (lid  they  enjoy,  || 
from  the  boasted  refinements  of  all  their  philoso¬ 
phical  speculations,  a  single  ray  of  light  to  illumi-' 
nate  the  passage  of  the*  tomb.  No  kind  angel  of  i! 
comfort  whispered  to  tlicm  llie  joys  of  future  life]! 
and  glory,  nor  liad  they  aiiglit  to  break  the  cheer-  j 
less,  sullen  gloom  which  pervaded  the  house  ofi 
death.  Tlieir  hopes  were  all  bounded  hy  the  nar-| 
row  span  of  life,  and  death,  to  them,  was  viewed  | 
as  an  eternal  sleep!  The  tcarofalfection  and  regret  [ 
which  fell  from  the  eye  of  sorrow  to  moisten  tlieij 
face  of  the  dead,  was  the  token  of  a  final  and  last'! 
adieu  to  the  captive  of  the  unrelenting  king  of  ter-ij 
rors.  When  they  beheld  the  vegetable  kingdom  || 
stripped  of  all  its  leafy  honors,  and  shorn  of  its  |! 
blooming  beauties  by  the  cliilling  hlastsof  Autumn,  j 
they  know  that  the  vivifying  power  of  Spring  would  ^ 
restore  them  to  their  former  freshness,  and  clothe  i 
them  anew  in  all  their  verdant  sweetness.  But  no 
such  hopes  cheered  their  hearts  for  the  silent  cap¬ 
tive  of  the  tomb  :  A  dreamless,  unbroken  and  etei- 
8al  sleep,  to  them  was  the  hopeless  portioa  of  the ' 


dead !  That  such  was  the  gloomy  iirospect  of  the ' 
heathen,  may  be  seen  by  the  following  elegant  quo¬ 
tation  from  one  of  their  most  renow Dcd  poets —  ! 

“  A  flowing  river,  or  a  standing  lake. 

Mojr  their  dry  banks  or  naked  shores  forsake  ;  | 

Their  waters  may  exhale  and  upward  move,  I 

Their  channels  leave  to  roll  in  clouds  above 
But  the  returning  Winter  will  restore 
What  in  the  Summer  they  had  lost  before  :— 

But  if,  O  man,  thy  vital  streams  desert 

Their  purple  channels,  and  defraud  the  heart,  |' 

With  fresh  recruits  they  ne’er  will  be  supplied. 

Nor  feel  their  leaping  life’s  leiurning  tide.” 

We  are  all,  in  some  degree,  acquainted  with  the  , 
influence  wliicli  early  opinions  and  hnbiis  ate  ca-  | 
pahle  of  exerting  over  the  mind  and  feelings,  not-, 
withstanding  those  early  thoughts  may  have  been  ]i 
overpowered  hy  the  sober  convictions  of  the  under-  i 
standing  in  riper  years.  Yet  even  then,  there  are  i] 
periods  in  whicli  the  mind  reverts  back  to  the  days!; 
of  childhood  and  youth,  and  will,  notwithstanding  jl 
all  our  convictions,  associate  the  innocence  and  11 
pleasure  of  that  vivid  period  of  life  wiih  the  opin-  | 
ions  which  then  swayed  the  sceptre  of  the  heart.  \ 

Such,  the  apostle  was  aware,  might  he  the  con¬ 
dition  of  his  brethren  at  Thessaloniea.  He  knew  , 
that  public  opinion  was  opposed  to  the  hopes  wliicli  1 
Christianity  unfolded,  and  that  the  disciples  had  '1 
less  cause  of  sorrow  for  the  dead  than  their  heathen  ; 
neighbors,  whose  anticipations  were  hounded  hy  i 
the  grave.  This  hope  would  naturally  cause  a' 
degree  of  cheerful  and  pious  resignation  to  mingle  j[ 
with  the  mournful  solemnities  which  were  observed  ; 
among  Christians,  as  the  last  tribute,  dictated  by  1, 
social  and  religious  afleelion.  The  lieathen,  too,  j| 
who  were  accustomed  to  ])aioxysms  of  excessive  ' 
grief  for  the  dead,  would  he  likely  to  upbraid  them  i 
with  the  charge  of  indifference  and  want  of  affec-  j 
lion  for  tlieir  departed  friends,  when  they  witnessed  ; 
the  composureof  Christians  in  the  house  of  mourn-  , 
ing.  As  this  might  also  exert  some  influence,  un-  !■ 
favorable  to  the  prosperity  of  their  religious  eha-  , 
racter  and  hopes,  he  penned  the  appropriate  exhor- i 
tution,  of  which  our  text  is  a  part,  to  strengthen  and  Ij 
encourage  their  hearts  in  the  constancy  and  love  of  li 
the  Gospel — “  I  would  not  have  you  to  beignoiant,  jj 
brethren,  concerning  tlicm  which  are  asleep,  that  1! 
ye  sorrow  not,  even  as  others  which  have  no  hope.”  | 

In  the  improvement  of  this  subject,  I  shall  ; 

I.  Treat  of  the  causes  which  are  jiroductive  of' 
sorrow,  when  called  to  jiart  witli  our  friends.  | 

II.  Consider  a  few  of  the  consolations  which  llie  j 

Gospel  affords,  hy  those  divine  declarations  and  j 
promises  which  mark  their  final  destiny.  ! 

I.  The  causes  which  give  birth  to  the  feelings  of  ' 
regret,  when  we  are  called  to  take  the  last  parting! 
adieu  of  those  who  have  been  connected  to  us  hy  ; 
the  ties  of  consanguinity,  or  even  of  fliose  with  1: 
whom  we  have  contracted  the  habits  of  intimacy  j 
and  friendship,  are  too  numerous  to  demand  or  ad¬ 
mit  of  a  minute  detail  in  the  limits  of  a  single  dis-  ' 
course.  We  can  only  glance  at  those  which  are  ] 
the  most  general  and  prominent  in  their  character,  j 
and  which  seldom  fail  to  awake  the  sympatliies  | 
with  which  we  are  furnished  in  the  constitution  of  ' 
our  common  nature. 

The  unerring  Author  of  our  existence  has  been  j 
pleased  to  implant  in  our  hearts  a  principle  of  af-  > 
lection  and  sympatliy'which  is  the  fountain  that  |: 
continually  supplies  the  sticamsuf  social  love,  and  jj 
strongly  unites  usltv  the  tcndciest  ties  to  the  inter-  |l 
esting  circle  of  kindred  here  below.  The  longer  ; 
we  are  permitted  to  enjoy  their  society,  and  the  j 
more  numerous  the  scenes  through  which  we  ac-  I 
company  them,  the  stronger  our  aUachment  he-  ' 
come8»  till  our  very  existence,  or  at  least  much  of  ' 


the  value  which  we  attach  to  existence,  seems  to 
hang  upon  the  destiny  which  awaits  them. 

This  is  peculiaily  the  case  in  the  most  intlmai^ 
and  endearing  relations  of  life.  The  social  tia^ 
aflection  which  unites  the  husband  and  the  wife,  * 
the  parent  and  the  child,  the  brother  and  the  sister; 
is  so  strong,  so  lender  and  delicate,  that  the  happi- 
ne.ss  of  one  seems  to  depend  essentially  upon  the 
existence  and  prosperity  of  the  other.  When  they  ' 
are  in  affliction,  we  sympathise  with  them  ; — when 
sorrow  forbids  the  smile  of  joy,  we  labor  to  admin¬ 
ister  the  needed  comfort ; — wlien  they  sink  under 
the  pale  hand  of  sickness,  we  watch  over  them 
with  solicitude  and  care,  and  mark  with  feelings  of 
deep  concern  whatever  changes  may  appear  omin¬ 
ous  of  a  speedy  dissolution. 

Does  returning  health  restore  them  again  to  the 
active  scenes  of  so<-ial  life  and  social  enjoyment? 
The  heart  of  aflection  leaps  for  joy,  and  forgets  the 
burden  of  its  woes.  But  does  the  cold  hand  of  death 
sunder  the  brittle  thread  by  which  their  earthly  ex¬ 
istence  was  sustained  ?  how  deep  and  poignant  is 
the  pain  of  grief,  wliich  the  heart  of  aflection  is 
doomed  to  bear  I  Nature  then,  though  dressed  in 
her  gayest  attire,  seems  to  lose  the  sweetness  of  her 
ciinrms,  and  all  the  smiling  landscape  assumes  the 
livery  of  mourning,  in  unison  with  the  sad  realities 
of  heartfelt  grief.  We  are  reminded  hy  a  thou¬ 
sand  circumstances  in  the  daily  occurrences  of  life, 
of  the  loss  we  have  sustained,  and  the  wounds  of 
affliction  are  opened  afresh  hy  the  remembrance  of 
scenes  that  are  jiasi.  Tiieir  memoiy  is  interwoven 
with  so  much  of  the  history  of  our  own  lives,  that 
we  can  scarcely  recur  to  any  of  tlie  pages  of  past 
experience,  without  bringing  them  within  the  com¬ 
pass  of  vivid  recollection.  The  visit  of  some  fa¬ 
miliar  friend,  reminds  us  of  the  departed.  They, 
perhaps,  have  mingled  with  them  in  the  circles  of 
social  life, — or  have  joined  them  in  scenes  of  gay 
and  innocent  amusement,— or  have  been  associated 
with  them  in  the  active  and  hazardous  duties  of 
business,  or  the  intricate  and  arduous  transactions 
of  commercial  enterprise.  They  too  may  have  . 
accompanied  them  through  scenes  of  peril  and 
danger, — they  might  have  been  companions  in 
childliood,  and  commenced  the  journey  of  life  to¬ 
gether. — nay,  they  might  have  been  hound  together 
by  a  still  jturer  tie,  the  tie  of  religious  confidence 
and  joy.  They,  jicrhaps,  had  visited  the  house  of 
G(k1  in  company,  and  mingled  with  devotional  gra¬ 
titude  in  the  assembly  of  the  saints, — had  listened 
with  emotions  of  joy  and  thankfulness  to  the  tidings 
of  mercy  and  grace,  while  their  humble  prayers 
and  the  loftiest  affections  of  their  souls  mingled  with 
acceptance,  like  holy  incense  before  the  throne  of 
the  Eternal. 

Not  only  hy  the  visits  of  a  friend,  are  w  e  remind-, 
ed  of  ourdeparted kindred;  huleven  theaparimenis 
of  domestic  retiieinent,  awake  in  the  remembrance, 
scenes  w  hiclt  seem  to  open  afresh  the  sources  of 
our  grief.  Their  very  image  seems  ensiamped 
upon  the  objects  hy  which  we  are  constantly  sur¬ 
rounded.  Their  places  at  table  and  hy  the  cheer¬ 
ful  fire-side,  call  up  anew  their  memory,  and  print 
more  deeply  their  image  in  our  thoughts.  All  the 
dear  memorials  of  the  departed  inspire  us  with  so.-, 
row,  excite  the  tear  of  atlliction,  call  forth  the  sigh 
of  lamentation,  and  spread  a  settled  gloom  over  ilie 
countenance  where  cheerfulness  dwelt  hefoie. 

All  the  sad  ineaMiriaU  may  excite  our  tears,  and 
deepen  the  convittiou  of  our  loss  in  the  privatkut.of 
tiieir  society,  without  imjilyingany  serious  concern 
furtheirfuture  and  ^nal  welfare.  Indeed,  as  Chris¬ 
tians,  we  ought  to  possess,  and  if  we  are  sincere  in 
our  ptufessions,  wc  must  enjoy  a  settled  conviction 
of  the  rectitude  and  benevolence  of  the  divine  ^oys 
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ernment,  which  will  ever  sliicM  our  hearts  against  j  noy  of  life,  is  indeed,  a  sorrowful  rcrtt'ction  to  the  i!  their  pilgrimage,  and  have  alieady  entered  into  tbs 
the  arrows  of  despair;  and  eirectiially  check  the  il  heart  of  sensibility ; — hut  let  the  awful  and  painful  Paradise  of  more  than  mortal  joy ;  and  with  eonnt- 
toars  of  hopeless  lamentation  and  unavailing  regret. '  forelKKling  of  unending  wretchedness  he  added,  and  less  myriads,  released  from  the  jirison  of  mortality, 
Tliis  hap|>y  reflection  shoukl  silence  every  miir-i  what  |)o?sible  ho|)e  remains  for  the  consolation  of  are  wailing  the  final  consummaiion  o(  theirheaii- 
muring  ilM»ugiit,  and  impress  our  hearts  with  a  deep '  the  living!
